The shootings occurred late 
Thursday night at the home 
of Judy 
Dziegiel, 
a 
block 
away from County-USC Me­ 
dical Center. 
Police said they were sum­ 
moned to the scene after one 


of the wounded girls, Marvel, 
10, had managed to crawl to 


a neighbor’s house. She had 
been shot in the stomach. 
Detectives found Mrs. Dzie­ 


giel dead in the living room, 
shot in the chest. Her es­ 
tranged husband, still alive, 
was found slumped over her. 
He died early today at the 
hospital where Marvel 
and 
her 
9-yearold 
sister, 
June 
Elizabeth, 
were 
undergoing 
surgery. 
Police said 
that 
Dziegiel 
had taken the family to his 


mother’s house earlier in the 
evening, then returned to his 
estranged wife’s home where 
he began drinking. 
A violent argument ensued, 
Dziegiel went in the bedroom 
and returned with a .45-cali­ 
ber automatic pistol. 
He first shot Mrs. Dziegiel 
and the 9-year-old while they 
were in the living room, then 
went into the kitchen where 
he opened fire on Marvel. 
Marvel managed to craw! 
out the back door and to a 
neighbor’s house when an am­ 
bulance arrived.

5.5 per cent, the government 
reported today. 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said farm product prices 
increased 3.2 per cent in July, 
the largest monthly increase 
in 17 months, putting the level 
at 12.9 per cent above a year 
ago. It was the largest 12- 
month increase in more than 
six years. 
Wholesale prices for meat, 
eggs, fruits and vegetables all 
climbed sharply. 
A 15.1 per cent jump in live 
poultry prices paced the ove­ 


rall 2.2 per cent increase in 
the price index for farm pro­ 
ducts 
and 
processed 
foods 
and feeds. Egg prices went 
up 11.2 per cent, prices of 
fresh and dried fruits and 
vegetables increased 6.7 per 
cent and livestock went up 4.1 
per cent. 
Prices of processed meats, 
poultry and fish increased 3.3 
per cent, while dairy product 
prices went up 2.1 per cent at 
wholesale. 
The sharp jump In 
food 
prices 
pushed 
the 
overall 
wholesale price index up 6.8 
per cent in July, the largest 
advance since a 0.9 per cent 
increase in February. 
This 
left wholesale prices 4.5 per 
cent above a year ago.

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Reagan Plans $450 Million Cut 
Death Knell Sounds 
For Tax Relief Bill 


SACRAMENTO (UP1) -A n 
angry Senate Thursday night 
killed a $1.2 billion property 
tax relief and school aid bill 
pushed by Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan and Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti. The bitter gover­ 
nor then announced plans for 
a $450 million state tax cut. 


Both Reagan and Moretti— 
frequent foes but this time 
aligned in a rare partner­ 
ship— declared they 
were 
through sponsoring property 
tax relief bills. 


The latest one—by far the 
biggest bill of the 1972 legisla­ 
tive session—got caught in a 
nasty crossfire between Sen­ 
ate and Assembly pride and 
potential rivals for the 1974 
Democratic 
gubernatorial 
nomination. It also was bom­ 
barded by an unusual coali­ 
tion of Senate liberals and 
conservatives. 
Senate President Pro Tem 
James Mills of San Diego, in 
an uncommon personal floor 
attack, accused fellow Demo­ 
crat Moretti of a “straight 
sellout” to Reagan and said 


the 
bill’s 
sponsors 
should 
“search their conscience.” 
“Sen. Mills,” replied Moreai 
to newsmen, “has a history of 
reacting 
outrageously 
and 
emotionally when he is under 
pressure. Those of us who 
have been around the legisla­ 
ture for awhile recognize it 
and it’s something we’ve had 
to live with.” 


Basically, the Reagan-Mo- 
retti proposal would have fi­ 
nanced long promised prop­ 
erty tax relief and new school 
aid by raising sales, income, 
motor vehicle and some busi­ 
ness taxes. 
It needed 27 votes for pas­ 
sage and mustered only 23, 
with 14 voting no, after eight 
h o u r s of caustic debate, 
tedious balloting and behind- 
the-scenes jockeying. 
The 
bill 
was 
technically 
kept alive for reconsideration 
today. But Reagan. Moretti 
and the official author. Sen. 
R a l p h 
Dills, 
D-Gardena, 
agreed its chances of ressu- 
rectlon were virtually nil. The 
next step would be a two- 


house conference committee 
to negotiate a settlement. But 
this seemed highly unlikely, 
too. 
The legislature planned to 
recess 
late 
today 
for 
a 
three-month vacation and re­ 
turn after the November elec­ 
tion. 
Reagan, 
interrupting 
his 
own vacation to fly to Sacra­ 
mento and lobby for the bill, 
told a news conference just 
before midnight that when the 
legislature reconvenes in No­ 
vember he will propose a tax 
cut using anticipated surplus 
funds. 
He offered no speciifc de­ 
tails. But State Finance Di­ 
rector Verne Orr later told 
newsmen approximately $450 
million would be available 
and it could be returned to 
the taxpayers through a one­ 
time income tax rebate and 
some other tax reductions. 
Moretti told reporters he 
would rather see the surplus 
u*ed for elementary and high 
schools. 
Reagan noted that year af­ 


ter year the Senate has killed 
his property tax relief plans 
and added, “there’s not very 
much 
purpose 
served” 
in 
sponsoring another one. He 
blamed a “small willful band 
of senators” who have acted 
“for their own personal poli­ 
tical reasons.” 
Mills and Moretti are poten­ 
tial gubernatorial rivals in 
1974 and so is Senate Demo­ 
cratic Leader George Mos- 
cone of San Francisco, who 
also opposed the bill. 
“ Several legislative leaders 
on the Senate side, when we 
wore in need of statesmen, 
turned out to be politicians,” 
said Reagan. 
Moscone branded the Rea- 
gan-Morretti proposal “a pret­ 
ty trood rich m an’s bill” and 
said renters—who comprise 65 
per cent of San Francisco’s 
voters —would not benefit un­ 
der the measure. 
Other liberals condemned 
the proposed penny hike in 
the sales tax. 
Conservatives objected 
to 
any tax hike at all. 
Mills complained the Senate 


had been insulted because it 
had not been consulted when 
Assembly Democrats and the 
governor’s office negotiated 
the plan. 
“Take a look at the crew 
that’s carrying this on the 
Senate floor,” boomed Sen. 
Walter Stiem, D-Bakersfield. 
p o i n t i n g to gubernatorial 
aides 
and 
Assembly 
con­ 
sultants. 
But Sen. Robert Lagomar- 
sino, R-Ojai, a key backer, 
called the bill “a very sound 
compromise” and said “the 
voters of California expect us 
to take action.” 
Fifteen 
Republicans 
and 
eight Democrats voted for the 
Reagan-Moretti bill; 10 Demo­ 
crats and four Republicans 
voted against it. 
It would have provided the 
average homeowner with a 
$150 to $200 annual cut in 
property’ taxes and plowed 
$519 million into schools. But 
the sales tax would have ri­ 
sen from 5 to 6 cents on the 
dollar and income tax rates 
would have climbed .35 per 
c e n t a c r o s s the board.

Red Demands Unchanged

were unguarded. 


Thursday, Porter stood up 
to say that the Hanoi news­ 
paper, Hanoi Moi, carried a 
photograph of an antiaircraft 
gun mounted on or near a 
dikes. 
"This photograph appears 
to contradict your propaganda 
line,” he declared.

When Mrs. Johnson first told officials she could not pay the 
bill, her water was shut off for four days. The Consumer 
Protection Association intervened on her behalf, and now she 
has water again.

H o m e Secretary Robert 
Carr told Parliament the gov­ 
ernment obtained the procla­ 
mation because the 
strike 
oonstituted a “threat to the 
essentials of life of the com­ 
munity which is sufficiently 
serious to justify taking im­ 
mediate emergency powers to 
maintain essential services.” 
The emergency regulations 
empower the government to 
use troops to unload ships, 
impose price controls, operate 
the nation’s ports and requisi­ 
tion private vehicles, aircraft 
and vessels to transport food 
and other essentials if neces­ 
sary. 
Government officials 
said 
there 
were 
no 
immediate 
plans to use troops and they 
did not expect “early short­ 
ages” of essential food such 


as flour, meat, oil, fats and 
sugar. 
Agriculture Minister James 
P r i o r , warned housewives 
however, that a “run on food 
shops would create quite un- 
n e c e s s a r y shortages and 
cause prices to rise.” 
The National Federation of 
Meat Traders’ 
Associations 
said if the strike continues 
into next week “hotels and 
restaurants and other cate­ 
rers may have difficulty in 
getting loins and sirloins of 
beef and grilling steaks.” 
Animal feed manufacturers 
said they would reduce the 
protein content of their pro­ 
duct in order to stretch rapid­ 
ly dwindling supplies of feed 
for the nation’s vital livestock 
industry. 
Farm ers on the island of 
G u e r n s e y in the EngILh 
Channel signed an agreement 
Thursday to airlift their to­ 
mato crop to Britain in an ef­ 
fort to beat the strike. Moun­ 
tains of rotting tomatoes dot 
the Island. 
The dockers walked out to 
back their demands for gua­ 
rantees they will be given all 
unloading and loading jobs at 
the nation’s growing container 
cargo depots.

It has swept through almost

Steve Beck, Forest Service 
Information Officer, said ae­ 
rial photographs pinpointing 
“ hot spots” were snapped by 
a U2 “ spy plane” from the 
Space Agency’s research cen­ 
ter in Mountain View, Calif. 
Some of the 2,700 persons 
driven from their homes and 
campsites set up a temporary’ 
campground on a beach. With 
the town of Big Sur and most

danger, 
many families returned home 
to get supplies. 
The major effort was con­ 
centrated on closing a gap 
1-1-2 to two miles wide in a

Forced Leaves 
For Pregnant 
Teachers Loses 
CINCINNATI 
(U PI)—It Is 
unconstitutional 
to 
make 
pregnant public school teach­ 
ers take an extended leave of 
absence from their jobs, a 
federal 
appeals 
court 
has 
ruled. 
Two Cleveland teachers had 
contested the regulation of 
the Cleveland Board of Edu­ 
cation that pregnant teachers 
quit classroom work at least 
five months before childbirth 
and not resume instruction 
for at least three months af­ 
ter giving birth. 
Judge George Edwards of 
the U.S. 6th Circuit court of 
Appeals said the rule “ indicat­ 
ed clearly that pregnant wom­ 
en teachers have been singled 
out for unconstitutionally un­ 
equal restrictions upon their 
employment.” 
The ruling overturned the 
decision of a lower court 
judge that the rule was con­ 
stitutional because it “ pro­ 
tected the health of the moth­ 
er and child and protected the 
continuity of the classroom 
program.”

I have a soft spot in my head for parents who have suc­ 
cumbed to tne “Daddy!

The poor devils. Í see them all the time, loading bales ol 
hay in their car trunks, scraping manure off their shoes betore 
they go to a party, and standing on street comers with their 
checkbooks in their hands saying dazedly, “How much',’’ 
Maybe I have so much compassion because I’ve been there. 
I know that generally speaking, most people who buy horses 
lor their children know very little about buying horses. The 
only professional warning we had was to check their feet. 
When the animal was brought out for our inspection, I winked 
at the kids, smiled smugly and asked, “What about the anim­ 
al’s feet?” 
“There are tour ot them," said the seller. 
“Ley, gang,” I smiled, “Did you hear that? We re in busi­ 
ness.”

In hot weather, 
the task scents, and often is, 
foredoomed to failure. 
The 
poor 
animal 
becomes 
in­ 
creasingly overheated as he 
tries his best to maintain the 
pace. Heat stroke, collapse, 
and death are a frequent con- 
s e q u e n c e . Anyone 
con­ 
templating 
taking 
his 
dog 
exercising 
in hoi 
weather 
should 
te*>t 
the 
conditions 
himself 
first. Run 
a 
few 
blocks at high speed. If you 
can maintain the speed com 
tom ably, the dog should cer­ 
tainly be able to do so, too. 
Otherwise you don’t 
do the 
dog a favor by taking him 
along. 
Even in cool weather, the 
consequences can be grave. 
The number of dogs struck by 
cars 
while 
tollowing 
their 
cyclist owners is high, loo 
high, in fact, to justify this 
type of exercise except in iso­ 
lated, no-traffic areas. 


Doctor Comments 
Diabetes 
Diagnosis 
Often Errs 
DEAR 
DR. LAMB - Can 
you give me any information 
on water diabetes. I never 
heard of it until recently (I 
have the regular diabetes) 
and I am very interested. 
Does it require the same diet 
as the regular diabetes or a 
different one? 
Dear Reader — It’s an en­ 
tirely different disease from 
“sugar diabetes.” The kind of 
diabetes I presume you have 
is related to insufficient insu­ 
lin in the pancreas and a high 
level 
of blood 
sugar. 
T he 
usual diabetic, unless the dis­ 
ease is controlled, loses a lot 
of sugar in the urine. To flush 
out this excess sugar the per­ 
son will pass a lot of water. 
To replace the water loss he 
has to drink a lot of water. 
Thus the typical uncontrolled 
diabetic, whose disease is suf­ 
ficiently advanced, drinks lots 
of water and passes large vol­ 
umes 
of 
urine 
frequently. 
The person with water diab­ 
etes has a defect in a portion 
of the pituitary gland that 
rests just beneath the brain. 
The gland normally produces 
hormone which prevents too 
much water from being pas­ 
sed by the kidneys. 
If in­ 
sufficient amounts of this hor­ 
mone are produced, then the 
usual control to prevent pas­ 
sing too much water from the 
kidney is lost. So individuals 
with this defect will pass 
l a r g e 
volumes 
of 
urine 
frequently. They will also re­ 
place their water loss 
by 
drinking large amounts of wa­ 
ter. The similarity to “sugar 
diabetes” ends there since it 
is not related to sugar in any 
way. As you would expect 
trom the above explanation, 
these individuals do not have 
to go on a diabetic diet in 
terms of carbohydrate control 
nor arethey helped with insu­ 
lin or any other such medi- 
c i n e s commonly used in 
patients with sugar diabetes. 
Usually they are given medi­ 
cations that will help the kid­ 
ney control the water output. 
Here is an interesting prob­ 
lem. There has been a lot of

years 
about the dyslexic child, who 
has difficulty in readin: and 
writing. There is an op|)osit»* 
disorder, the hyperlexic child. 
These children are compul­ 
sive readers and are able to

Dear Nan: 
I read your column where 
one woman said there was 
only one way to make guaca­ 
mole. I disagree heartily. It is 
a matter of individual taste. 
Having owned

avacado 
grove, I have found many 
variations, all delicious.

And Not Covered by Pole 


My wile and I purchased our property in Montclair in Sep­ 
tember 19« 7. Due to rising t; xes we may have to sell, so I’m 
trying to get everything in order. 


1 was looking for my rear corner stakes to find my property 
line and I found that Southern California Edison Co. has put 
one of i<s service poles just about where my stake should have 
been. 
1 contacted the engineering company in Pomona which had 
surveyed and laid out this tract and 1 was informed that it had 
put in the stakes in both rear corners when the parcel was 
surveyed. The number is 125-032-15. 


I have tried to get the Edison Co. to re-establish my line 
stake but have had no luck with them so far. 1 am a crippled 
and on Social Security. I would hate to have to go to any 
expense to get this done. 


The Edison Co. could just as well have installed its pole three 
or four feet in either direction and left my corner stake where it 
belonged. I’m not asking the company to remove its pole, just 
to re-establish my boundary. — W. R., Montclair. 


Your stakes were located where they had always been, but 
were buried and very difficult to find. A representative of the 
company has sir.ce marked them for you. 
It was ai.so determined that the company’s pole is not on 
your property.

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EDITORIALS 
The Energy Crisis: 
Challenge for Nation 


Two men in a position to know recently have war­ 
ned California audiences that the nation’s much tal­ 
ked about energy crisis is real, and that the aver­ 
age citizen will feel its effects in the not too distant 
future unless thoughtful action is taken to organize 
formally our efforts to conserve fast dwindling na­ 
tural resources. 
Speaking at an international power engineering 
conference hi San Francisco, Glenn T. Seaborg, for­ 
mer Atomic Energy Commission chairman, illust­ 
rated his analysis of the crisis by saying that “if 
tomorrow we were to suffer an instant cutback of 
say 20 to 30 per cent of our total energy con­ 
sumption, we would probably witness the collapse of 
Western civilization as we know it.“ 
D r. Seaborg urged that the A E C be transformed 
into the U.S. Energy Agency to oversee a “vast 
versatile energy pool (which) we must begin to use 
rationally in terms not only of short-term economics 
but total reserves.“ 
Keith Doig, vice president of planning and eco­ 
nomics for Shell Oil Co., told a Western Oil and Gas 
Association workshop for teachers at Diablo Valley 
College that the average citizen may well feel the 
pinch in petroleum and natural gas supplies within 
the next couple of years. 
“The problem is,” he said, “that the United States 
has gone on for many years enjoying a fine suffi­ 
ciency of low-cost energy. That day has ended. “The 
average citizen will feel the energy pinch “when he 
drives into his gas station and the attendant says: 
‘Sorry, no gas on Tuesdays’ 
Both Seaborg and Doig argue that our only salva­ 
tion lies in wise action to develop our coal, petro­ 
leum, natural gas, and especially our nuclear power 
resources. There, they feel, is no alternative. 


Maturity at 18 May 
Shorten Dependency 


The University cf California has revised its esti­ 
mates of the number oi students who will be attend­ 
ing its nine campuses in the coming years. Pre­ 
viously the number was 150.000, but in the last few 
years the rate of growth has dropped off and the 
total of students expected has stabilized at approxi­ 
mately 130,000. 
One contributing factor which earlier forecasters 
could net have anticipated may be the new laws 
lowering the legal age of adulthood to 18. A Stanford 
Research Institute publication says some of the ef­ 
fects of this lowering already are being felt by the 
family, business and government. 
One eifect of such legislation is that fewer young 
people may be going to college because parents can 
no longer insist on it. Another is that teen-agers are 
leaving home and school, getting jobs, getting mar­ 
ried, and in some cases going on welfare at an 
earlier age. 
With respect to the latter, the article states there 
is no longer the old stigma attached to welfare, 
especially among the young. Many of the “new 
adults’* now view it as a basic right —and only one 
of the many possible life styles available to them. 
However, one of the more positive results may be 
to influence young people to mature earlier, the SRI 
article suggests. When childhood extended through 
college, the age of dependency was similarly ex­ 
tended. Now, young people growing up may, hope- 
full} , realize that since they are legally going to be 
adults at the age of 18, they had better start acting 
accordingly.

Hot To Bomb 


Hanoi Dikes 


Publicly, 
in 
the 
United 
States and around the world. 
President Nixon is being at­ 
tacked daily for dike destruc­ 
tion in North Vietnam. 
What isn't reported is that 
privately some officials in the 
Pentagon and in the White 
House 
are 
criticizing 
the 
President for not bombing the 
dikes “to bring the war to a 
quick end.” 
In recent weeks, this re­ 
porter has listened to off the 
record “why won’t he bomb 
the dikes” arguments in fair­ 
ly high circles in the govern­ 
ment and to complaints that 
Mr. Nixon has recently given 
(renewed) “the strictest or­ 
ders” that North Vietnam’s 
dikes are not to be targets. 
So what, then, is the truth? 
This reporter understands 
from contacts in the Penta­ 
gon that the prevailing opi­ 
nion among Defense Secret­ 
ary Melvin Laird’s top milita­ 
ry 
advisers, 
including 
the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, is that 
deliberate bombing of dikes 
would not be good military 
strategy. It wouid be counter­ 
productive 
and 
would 
not 
bring the war to a quick end. 
Even putting moral consid­ 
erations aside, there is strong 
belief the dikes are not the 
most effective targets in this 
type of war. 
One thing is certain. If the 
Air Force and Navy air were 
ordered to systematically des­ 
troy North 
Vietnam’s 
dike 
•ystem, the flooding this sea­ 
son would be tremendous and 
horrible 
to 
behold. 
There 
would be no hiding the fact. 
Not only crops would be des­ 
troyed. Hanoi and other North 
Vietnam cities and towns are 
on low-lying land. The flood­ 
ing would outdo the havoc 
wrought by Hurricane Agnes 
to the 
northeastern 
United 
States this summer. 
But dikes are being bombed 
as a part of target complexes. 
Major roads, rail lines, an­ 
tiaircraft installations, milita­ 
ry warehouses, power plants, 
munitions storage dumps and 
other military objectives are 
surrounded by, situated close­ 
ly beside, or located on dikes. 
And as this reporter has 
seen in three wars, bombing 
is frequently very inaccurate. 
The number of times bomber» 
have hit their own troops or 
allies has never been fully re­ 
ported. It is probable that 
some 
pilots, 
finding 
their 
primary targets inaccessible, 
have bombed here and there, 
randomly hitting dikes. 
We do not know yet whe­ 
ther *ome other pilots have 
taken matters into their own 
hands. 
But make no mistake about 
it, North Vietnam is having 
dike trouble. It will likely be 
deadly serious in the months 
ahead. 
There was heavy flooding 
l a s t 
year. 
This 
flooding 
caused 
widespread 
destruc­ 
tion of dikes. 
Many which 
held 
through 
these 
floods 
were seriously weakened and 
required extens.ve repairs. 
Women today are two-thirds 
of the agricultural labor force 
in North Vietnam and that 
force has been stretched pa­ 
per-thin. Because the Chinese 
withdrew their thousands of 
labor 
troops 
and 
because 
heavy casualties in the war In 
the 
South 
further 
depleted 
available manpower, dike re­ 
pair has lagged. There have 
not been enough workers to 
spare. 
Yet dikes historically have 
taken great amounts of man­ 
power. In the olden days, it is 
reported, farmers were re­ 
quired to labor 60 to 120 days 
a year on public works to 
protect the fields. 
This year’s rams have fur­ 
ther weakened dikes that last 
year s 
floods 
softened 
up 
t ven if there was no bombing 
in 1972, there still would be 
floods and considerable des­

Experiments to control hu­ 
man behavior with science 
fiction devices are being con­ 
ducted secretly at the Army’s 
high-fenced 
Harry* Diamond 
Laboratories in Washington. 


To perfect the electronic be­ 
lt a v i o r 
machines, 
Army 
scientists are spending $30.000 
this year and asking $200,000 
over the next two years. Ulti­ 
mately, human guinea pigs 
w'll be used to test the de­ 
vice». 
Although a classified memo­ 
randum in our hands specifies 
the tests are for riot and civil 
d i s t u r b a n c e control, the 
memo 
admit» 
the 
genera! 
purpose is 
“short-time-span 
control of human behavior.” 


The control will be exer­ 
cised through a devilish com­ 
plex of flickering, steady and 
unseen 
light 
rays, 
audible 
sounds and other tones too 
high for the human ear to 
hear. 
The 
mam 
problem, 
the 
memo states, is that the “no­ 
vel and unique devices-^ys- 
tems” must be constructed so 
they will “cause no perma­ 
nent damage to target person­ 
nel” and to Innocent bystan­ 
ders. 
Wi t h this 
humanitarian 
thought recorded, the memo 
goes on to summarize the “ul­ 
trasonics, 
audible 
aversive 
s t i m u l i , unique commu- 
n i c a t i o n s techniques and 
mothods 
of 
speech 
inter­ 
ruption” which make up the 
A r m y ’ s “physiological-psy­ 
chological studies.” 


Control Device» 


Translated into plain Eng­ 
lish, the technical memoran­ 
dum envisions such devices 
as these: 
—Flickering light of var- 
y i n g intensity which 
can 
throw off the normal electric 
rhythms of the brain. This 
leads to confusion and can 
even break down the brain’s 
ability to control the body. 
—Sound outside the human 
hearing 
range 
which 
can 
cripple a person’s ability to 
function. Audible sound, some 
of it so loud as to cause 
unendurable pam, can have 
the *ame general effect. 
—Electronic sound device# 
which can interrupt, distort 
or mask speeches by troub­ 
lemakers at demonstrations. 
While the Army memo com­ 
plains that “the present state 
of development of sound and 
light devices is not adequate 
to achieve the desired objec­ 
tive,” it notes hopefully that 
the potential workability of at 
least “two system» has been 
shown.” 
By fiscal 1ST74, the art will 
be far enough advanced so 
rhat the “development 
and 
laboratory 
testing 
o f hard­ 
ware 
(the 
behavior 
equip­ 
ment) will be emphasized.” 
When 
we 
contacted 
the 
Army to fmd out whether the 
tests were leading to a 19B4 
world of thought control, a 
spokesman 
pooh-poohed 
the 
possibility. 
“This program is so limit 
ed.” he insisted. “ Why, it’s 


just to see what the hell it 
takes to control a crowd as 
painlessly 
as 
possible. 
We 
think there may be a better 
way than billy clubs and pis­ 
tols.”

Warning of a continued So­ 
viet buildup in strategic nucl­ 
ear forces, which could threa­ 
ten 
the 
future 
survival of 
United States land-based mis­ 
siles, bomber^ and subma­ 
rines, were a major factor in 
the Senate’s vote to produce 
the first Trident super-subma­ 
rines by 1978, three years 
ahead of schedule. 


An attempt to delay the Tri­ 
dent until 
1981, through 
a 
half-billion-dollar slash in the 
military 
procurement 
bill, 
was beaten. 47 to 39, in a 
hard-won victory for the Ni­ 
xon Administration. 
Advocates of the cutback 
argued that our 41 Polaris- 
Poseidon nuclear submarines 
would remain safe from So­ 
viet attack until 
the 
1980s 
and, therefore, it would be a 
waste of money to start build­ 
ing the huge new Trident, at 
an average cost of more than 
a billion dollars each. 


Dangerous Gamble 


But Senate Armed Services 
Committee Chairman John C. 
Stennis, who led the success­ 
ful fight to speed the super­ 
submarine, 
said 
any delay 
would be a dangerous gamble 
with “national survival.” 
Stennis noted that the SALT 
agreements 
limiting 
land- 
based and sea-based missiles 
give the Russians a numeric­ 
al edge over the United States 
and impose no restructions on 
attack submarines. Therefore, 
he argued, the Soviets could 
threaten our Polaris-Poseidon 
subs with as many as 300 at­ 
tack submarines within a few 
years. 
He added: “The Navy has 
knowledge that the Soviets 
are attempting to establish an 
area 
antisubmarine 
surveil­ 
lance system. This would dra­ 
matically improve their de­ 
tection and tracking of our 
Polaris-Poseidon fleet.” 
Growing Threat 
With their new submanne- 
launched ballistic missile, the 
SNN-X-8, the Russians “pose 
a growing threat to our land- 
ba^ed strategic bombers and 
ICBM force,” the Mississippi 
Democrat said. If they catch 
up with us and add a MIRV 
multiwarhead to each missile, 
he said, the threat will be­ 
come even greater. 
Stennis expressed the Pen­ 
tagon's growing dread that 
t h e 
Soviets 
might 
come 
through with a “technical sur­ 


prise” 
— 
some 
improved 
method of tracking our sub­ 
marines. That, in his opinion, 
makes it all the more urgent 
to build the Trident which 
will be quieter, faster, and 
more powerful than the Po­ 
laris-Poseidon and will carry 
24 missiles instead of 16. 
Most important, the new su­ 
per-submarine 
could 
hover 
close to its bases on the At­ 
lantic and Pacific coasts and 
be able to fire its 6,000-mde­ 
range missile without going 
far from home port. This iac- 
tor would remove our depen­ 
dence upon present bases in 
Spain and Scotland. 
Suppose the SALT agree­ 
ment expires after five years 
and the United States has not 
kept pace with the Russians’ 
technical 
improvements 
in 
M I R V ’ s and submarines, 
Stennis asked. What then? 
“We could be subject,” he 
said, “to the worst kind of 
blackmail ” 


Convinced 
Sen. John 0. Pastore, D.- 
R.I., said confidential intelli­ 
gence briefings he has re­ 
ceived in Joint Atomic Ener­ 
gy Committee sessions con­ 
vinced him the Trident must 
be built at once. The Central 
Intelligence Agency’s reports 
of Soviet progress in nuclear 
w e a p o n s , 
Pastore 
said, 
“sometimes make our hair 
stand up.” 
It would be better to spend 
too much money on arms, he 
added, and save the world 
f r o m 
4 ‘ a 
thermonuclear 
holocaust,” than to face a 
replay of the Cuban missile 
crisis — this time with the 
United States backing down 
before 
a 
superior 
Russian 
force.

Hills Scarred by Fire, St// Not for Long

DIAMOND BAR - Almost 
700 undeveloped acres of the 
Diamond 
B ar 
rolling 
hills 
w ere left black and bare by 
the brush fires which ravaged 
the residential area last Sat­ 
urday. 


But plans are being m ade 
to speedily rem ove some of 
those scars. 


Bob Hunt, general m anager 
of the Diamond Bar Devel­ 
opment Corp., said the land­ 
owning com pany is 
m aking 
arrangem ents to have the lo­ 
w er 
hillsides 
and 
canyons 
scarified, or shallow plowed, 
w ith discs, 
beginning 
early 
next week. 


The treatm ent, to be adm in­ 
istered as high on the hills as 
the farm m achinery can safe­ 
ly clim b, will turn under sev­ 
eral 
inches 
of 
the 
topsoil, 
Hunt said, erasing much of 
the scorched earth rem inder 
of the blaze which challenged 
the skills of alm ost 200 fire­ 
fighters for four hours Satur­ 
day afternoon. 


In addition to helping the 
appearance of the land, the 
sm all plows will give nature a 
boo^t by “ m aking beds for 
s e e d ’ ’ 
for 
quicker 
re ve­ 
getation 
when 
the 
autum n 
r a i n v 
season 
arrives, 
he 
pointed out. 


Hunt said he was hopeful 
that some of the large trees 
in the path of the blaze will 
survive. Most of the land was 
sparsely 
covered 
by 
sm all 
brush. 


M assive planting of m us­ 
tard 
seed 
in 
fire-dam aged 
areas, a conservation proce­ 
dure form erly popular in Cali­ 
fornia, is no longer accepted 
as necessary or even wise. 
Hunt said. 


T h e 
artificially-induced 
grass 
som etim es 
grows 
so 
thick and tall it can become a 
fire hazard during the next 
dry season. 


Although the Diam ond B ar 
fire 
w as 
considered 
under 
control by 7 p.m ., w ith no in­ 
juries and no structural dam ­ 
age reported, county firefight­ 
ing crew s worked on into the 
night dousing flam es; and pa­ 
trols 
w ere 
still 
busy 
three 
d a y s 
later, 
hand-carrying 
hoses to sites where old dead 
trees continued to sm oulder. 
In the wake of the close 
brush with disaster to life and 
property, officials of the de­ 
velopm ent corporation heaped 
accolades upon all the em er­ 
gency crew s which responded 
to the alarm . 
The flam es licked their way 
right up to the back door of 
County F ire Station 120 on 
G rand 
Avenue, 
center 
of 
operations for m ore than 20 
c o u n t y engine com panies 
which w ere sum m oned. 
Fire Capt. Thom as 
Bryan 
said some 685 acres w ere en- 
v e 1 o p e d between Diamond 
B ar 
Boulevard 
and 
Golden 
Springs Drive in the east-w est 
direction 
and 
between 
the 
Sycam ore Canyon and Kiowa 
C rest Drive to the north and 
south. 
Some 20 acres burned when 


em bers jum ped across Dia­ 
mond B ar just east of Syca­ 
m ore Canyon Park. 
Cause of the fire rem ains 
unknown,

p a r t m e n t personnel have 
speculated it m ight have been 
started by a carelessly-tossed 
cigarette, since it began along 
Golden Springs, near the in­ 
tersection of the O range and 
Pomona freeways. 
The hills a re still streaked 
with broad, red lines of phos- 
chek, a w ater-m ixed chem ical 
retardant which was dumped 
by fixed-wing bom bers called 
in from Hemet to assist the 
fire departm ent and division 
of forestry cam p crew s at 
w ork on the ground. 
C. J. Peterson, m anager of 
the Diamond Bar W ater Co., 
wrhich is owned by the Dia­ 
mond B ar Development Corp. 
said. “ It was a real relief to 
see those big, old fixed-wing 
bom bers moving in.” 
On the job all afternoon af­ 
ter the fire was first spotted 
about 
2:45 
p.m .,

said, w ater com pany employes 
were

Club golf course w ere kept 
flowing for hours as the heli­ 
copters 
returned tim e after 
tim e to refill their 500-gallon 
tanks which they dum ped on 
various hotspots, as directed 
by a com m and helicopter. 
Before it was known that 
the fire could be contained 
with m inor dam age, Peterson 
said it w as com forting “ to sea 
crew s of the Edison Company 
sitting on the hillsides” as a 
precaution against power line 
dam age. 
The w ater com pany official 
added that residents in The 
Hills subdivision of Diamond 
B ar w ere 
fortunate 
that a 
forem an for the Al Strecker 
Construction Co. lives in D ia­ 
mond B ar and w as quickly 
available to order into service 
t h a t 
com pany’s 
bulldozing 
equipm ent and large w ater- 
shooting m achines. 
Workmg quickly, the con­ 
struction com pany em ployes 
cleared and w atered the sur­ 
rounding 
ground 
a rea 
so 
thoroughly 
that 
there 
w as 
nothing left to burn by the 
tim e the fire had craw led up 
to the im proved areas, where 
m any new expensive homes 
a re under construction near 
the developed portions of The 
Hills.

The proposal calls for side­ 
walks on the north side of 
Walnut Avenue between Ra­ 
mona and Pipeline avenues at 
the property owners’ expense. 
Opponents, 
all 
residents 
along the portion of the street 
located in the county area, 
protested the financial pres­ 
sure that construction of side- 
w a l k s and gutters would 
place upon them. Supporters 
voiced concern for the safety 
o f 
children 
traveling 
the 
street, 
going 
to 
Newman 
School and Ramona Junior 
High School. 
After over 1 y2 hours dis­ 
cussion Tuesday night, the 
council admitted an impasse 
had been reached and both 
sides did have legitimate ar­ 
guments. The matter was re­ 
ferred back to staff for inves­ 
tigation of cost to individual 
property owners in the area 
and the possibility of allowing 
the county residents to use 
the 1911 Act system in pay­ 
ment for the improvements. 
This act allows payment over 
an extended period of time. 
The county Board of Super­ 
visors consented to the City of 


Chino assuming jurisdiction 
over the county portion of 
Walnut between Ramona and 
Pipeline following numerous 
verbal and written petitions 
from local citizens, PTAs and 
the Chino Parents’ Council 
safety committee. 
Bill Baker of 4342 Walnut 
Ave. was the first speaker to 
protest the construction of 
curbs, gutters and sidewalks. 
He mentioned the petition sig­ 
ned by county residents and 
included in the council’s infor­ 
mation 
packet, 
and 
ques­ 
tioned whether the legal re- 
quirments had been met in in­ 
forming residents of what 
was to happen. 
City Atty. William McVittie 
informed Baker that the pub­ 
lic hearing was the only hear­ 
ing “ which the agency (coun­ 
cil) would be required to not­ 
ify the surrounding residents. 
All legal requirements have 
been met at this point in 
time.” 
Helen Jacobs of 4222 Walnut 
Ave. claimed that she polled 
all residents within the af­ 
fected area and “ not one 
wants the curbs, gutters or 


sidewalks due to the increase 
in 
assessed 
valuation” 
of 
p r o p e r t y . Se added that 
“ many places are now for 
sale (on Walnut Avenue) be­ 
cause they (residents) 
are 
unable to pay for the in­ 
creased taxes.” 
She contended that the chil­ 
dren would not use the side­ 
walks even if they were in­ 
stalled and cited several sup­ 
posed incidents between her­ 
self and numerous “ undisci 
plined” children. 
“ It’s an imposition to put 
this added cost upon the resi­ 
dents who live on the north 
side. Those on the south side 
will not be faced with this,” 
she said. 
Mrs. Vincent Rossi who was 
safety chairman of Newman 
School PTA and among those 
who initiated the request for 
sidewalks along Walnut then 
spoke in an attempt to “ clear 
up items that are misunders­ 
tood about this." 


Mrs. 
Rossi, 
now 
safety 
chairman for the Parents’ 
Council, pointed out that Wal­ 
nut is a "tremendous safety 
hazard for students going to 
N e w m a n 
and 
Ramona 
(schools). It is a safety ha­ 
zard created by the substan­ 
dard width of the street, im­ 
proper drainage during the 
rainy season and the lack of 
sidewalks. 
She said she sympathized 
with those whose taxes would 
increase, but safety of chil­ 
dren “ cannot be put in dollars 
and cents. This is a growing 
city and the costs of growing 
will be borne by some more 
than others. 
“ Strictly 
installing 
side­ 
walks, admittedly, does not 
mean that the children will 
use them. But if they’re not 
there, the children have no 
recourse but to use the street 
. . . This 
problem 
affects 
both entities—the city and 
county. I strongly urge the 


passage of this resolution,” 
she concluded. 
Albert Petti of 12798 Har­ 
mony Ave. told the council 
“ the first consideration is the 
safety of these children. Whe­ 
ther the sidewalks are put on 
the north or south side of the 
street is immaterial.” 
Petti, a staunch supporter 
of the sidewalk proposal, was 
also criticized by Pinkerton 
and Baker. 
Councilman 
Ed 
Lynch 
pointed out that the city could 
possibly offer residents in the 
county strip the chance to 
pay in the extended time pe­ 
riod 
allowed 
for 
residents 
within the city limits. 
Mayor Bob McLeod sug­ 
gested that the matter be tab­ 
led until the next meeting on 
Aug. 15. 
“ It’s a matter of necessity 
for the safety of these chil­ 
dren, but it may also create a 
hardship for some residents,” 
he said.

That's his square name but nobody ever called him that 
when he pitched for the Yankees. Some called him Lefty, 
some called him Goofy. Everyone called him lighting fast. 
Lefty Gomez. 62 now and something of a household word 
wren he pitched for the Yankees trom 1930 through 1942, ac­ 
tually was ahead of his time. 
Back then, he did what everyone else is trying to do today. 
He made baseball fun. 
That doesn’t mean he was a clown. 
Pitching against some of the toughest hitters who ever lived, 
guys like Jimmie Foxx. Al Simmons. Hank Greenberg, Charlie 
Gehringer. yes, even Ted Williams, the skinny lefthander from 
Rodeo. Calif., stitched tcgether a .649 won-lost percentage with 
ls9 victories against 102 defeats, and no clown ever did that. 
Gomez had an even better World Series’ record. It was 6-0. 
No clown ever ¿¡d that, either.

Like the game in which the Tigers had a man on first and 
Hank Greenberg hit a bouncer right back at him. 
Frank Crosetti, the Yankees’ shortstop, glided over toward 
second to take the throw, but Gomez tooled everyone in the 
ballpark by throwing instead to second baseman Tony Lazzeri, 
standing 10 feet away from the bag. 
Naturally, both runners were safe. 
“ Whatmhell’s the matter with you?” Lazzen wanted to know 
wiien he came o the mound to return the ball to Gomez. 
••fake it easy, Tonv,” he tried mollifying his second base­ 
man. “ I’ve been reading in all the papers how smart you are. 
I wanted to see for myself.” 
Another time Gomez was pitching against the Giants in the 
Polo Grounds during the 1936 World Series. 
He was in a tight spot when a plane flew over the ballpark. 
With everyone waiting for him to pitch, Gomez simply stood 
there on the mound, craning his neck and watching the plane 
overhead. 
"For cryin’ out loud!" one of the Yankees said to him back 
in the dugout at the end of the inning. “ Are you crazy or 
something?” 
“ Not at all.” said Gomez, cool and unruffled. “ What was so 
wrong about watching the plane? I knew 1 was safe. 1 had the 
ball in my hand. (Mel) Ott couldn’t hit it while I was holding 
it, could he?” 
Gomez got the nickname “ Goofy” from Frank “ Buck” 
O’Neill, a late newspaperman who covered the Yankees for the 
old New York Journal-American. 


Gets Nickname 


“ 1 never felt badly about being called Goofy,” says Gomez. 
“ I remember how it all can« about. We were on this train 
going to Washington, D C., and Albert Einstein also was on the 
train. Buck O’Neill asked me ‘Do you know who he is?’ I said 
yes, he invented the theory of relativity. O’Neill asked me if 1 
ever invented anything. 1 said yes, 1 had invented a revolving 
gold fish bowl which would enable gold fish to kive longer by 
saving their strength. The bowl would go around, the people 
could see a lot more much easier that way and the fish 
wouldn’t have to swim so much. O’Neill said I was goofy.” 
Lefty Gomez is far from that. 
He lives in Fairfax, Calif., 20 miles north of San Francisco 
now with his wile, June, does Youth League work with kids in 
that area and sull is a familiar figure around major and mi­ 
nor league club- in a sales and promotion capacity for Wilson 
Sporting Goods Company. 
His memories of old Yankee teammates remain vivid. 
—Babe Ruth: “ One of the greatest guys I ever met. He had 
so much time for kids. The color he had can’t be described. I 
don’t think there’ll ever be another like him in my time ...”

Since Gomez was voted into the Hall of Fame by the special 
Committee on Veterans, who also have voted in William Har- 
ndge and Ross Youngs, both dead, some quibblers can say 
Lefty isn’t going in the front door the way Sandy Koulax, Yogi 
Berra and Early Wynn are, but rather the side door

public. And for the most part 
it still is. 
“ Yes, 1 thought we would 
have made further strides by 
now.” said Hunt. “ 1 think I 
was like everybody about soc­ 
cer. 1 was overly optimistic 
when we first started. 
“ But now the sport is mak­ 
ing some real strides in this 
country. There have been six 
crowds this year of more than 
10.00 0 persons. Now that 
doesn’t sound like much, of 
course, but it is more than 
last year and the year before 
that. 
“ The signs are more posi­ 
tive now. Not so much in the 
case of the Tornadoes (the 
Dallas - based. 
Hunt - owned 
member of the league), but 
around the rest of the league. 
“ We think we will 
have 
more teams in the league 
next year, maybe 10 or 12 (up 
from eight this year). That is 
pretty good since we were 
down as low as five teams at 
one point.” 
Although soccer is the most 
popular sport in country after 
country, its fine points are 
lost to American crowds. 


The American football fan 
who will brave foul weather 
to watch two teams slug it 
out 3-0 in the snow will say 
they didn’t care to go out to a 
soccer game because there is 
not enough scoring. 
Hunt sympathizes with the 
typical fan. 


*1 think the lack of scoring 
is a deficiency soccer has,” 
said Hunt. “ I used to know 
the average football score. It 
was something like 27-17. I’m 
not sure of those figures. 
They may have gone down so­ 
mewhat. That’s five touch­ 
downs and three field goals 
and that’s a lot more than the 
average soccer score of 2-1. 


“ It does hurt 
soccer in 
America, and it is a criticism 
of 
the 
game 
in 
Europe, 
frankly, that the scores are 
getting lower and lower and 
that the teams are more de­ 
fensive minded. 


“ People relate to scoring. 
Soccer needs more. This is a 
constant concern in football. 
Some of the rule changes 
made this year, although they 
are 
relatively minor, 
have 
been put in with the idea of 


assisting the offense.” 
Not even Hunt chooses to 
tamper with the sanctity of 
soccer rules to beef up the 
scoring. 


Tennis, however, is another 
matter. 
Hunt has challenged 
the 
sacred cows of tennis from 
the major items like taking 
on the staid officials at Wim­ 
bledon to having his 
tour 
travelers deck out in baby 
blue and sunshine yellow out­ 


fits instead of starchy white. 
But there is one advance­ 
ment he has decided not to 
make. 


“ We gave thought to having 
the ladies join the WCT about 
six or seven months ago,” 
Hunt said. “ The women al­ 
ready have their own tour, 
though, and their tour direc­ 
tion is going pretty well. 
“ Really, 
we decided

“ I think they both came 
along about the same time,” 
Hunt said. “ There were some 
good signs coming in tennis 
popularity just as WCT was 
getting started. But WCT pro­ 
bably helped things when we 
went on television. 
“ The Rod Laver-Ken Rose- 
wall match (in the WCT fin 
als at Dallas last May) had a 
television audience of 21 mil­ 
lion persons. That just didn’t 
happen a few years ago.”

Although total revenues have moved up strongly in 
recent years, earnings have been sporadic and dividend pay­ 
ment is highly problematic. For this reason, I favor selling the 
shares and putting the cash in a savings account.
